These men were a part of the daily 
growing crowd, and the crowd always 
hails the prisoner when ho m.akes his ap- 
pearance with shouts and yolla and in- 
sults. Guitcau is thoroughly frightened, 
and alw.iys bounds into the wagon as 
though ho was pursued. He is very care- 
fully guarded, some six or eight pohcc- 
nion following closely, both whon ho 
goes into court and when ho leaves the 
building. Thoro is no doubt his guards 
fee! apprehensive lost some day the crowd 
will take Ouiteau from them and put him 
to death, and the, cause of tliis fear cer- 
tainly [ji-o«3 as tho evidence of insanity 
appoarfl to grow stronger. Judge llny- 
don of Missouri, a in.agistrate of lonu' ex- 
perience, said to-day he had wat'.-hod the 
prisoner and jury very close\y.
